A Wonderful Prayer.

ELIJAH IN NABOTH'S VINEYARD 

LESSON TEXT-I Kings «:«-».

'Ahab disobeyed God and failed U 

follow up bla victory over HenHadad 
(eh. 29: 31-34>. Thereupon one of tbe 
prophets resorted to a plan whereby 
Ahab was rebuked and also received 
• message that sent him "to hla house 
heavy and displeased" <T. 13>. All ol 

this needs to be borne In mind when 
we atudy Ahab'a course Of action re- 
lated in thla leaaon. Learn by heart 
ths lentil commandment; also Luke 
12: 16. 

I. Ths Schemes of Men, w. 
Ahab bad been Ring for twenty years 
IB. C 9(16?). Jeireel wsi hla summer 
capital, about twenty mllea northwest 
of Samaria. The chief actors In this 
tragedy were Naboih, a well-to-do citl- 
sen; Ahab, a petulsnt monarch to 
whom Nebcin refuses to sell his vine- 
yard; Jeicnel. the Lady Macbeth of 
Ahab'a court; elders and nobles of 
Jetreel. willing toola In the tnnaac- 
tlon: false witnesses, executioner, and 
Elijah, the servant of God, Who con 
fronted the monarch in his newly 
gained poaaessioa. Ahab was 
stantly In conflict with the purposes 
of God and with bis Word. Naboih 
had no right to sell his vineyard (see 
Numbers Ml; Lev. za.23; also Use*. 
48: 16) and sturdily stood out for his 
God-given rights. - These land laws 
were rigid, but at the same tl: 
and beneficial. Instead of yielding uj 
Cod's law -Ahab sulks like a petted 
child It. 4| and thus again runacouu 
ter to God's Word tsee tenth com 
mandment). At (hla Juncture Jezebel 
bis wife, appeals, to his pride and 
power aa tha king <r. 7). snd offers 
to procure the coveted possession. Tbe 
methods of mankind whereby rest pos 
sessions are accumulated do not al- 
ways bear investigation; murder and 
rapines broken hearts and shortened 
lives, weakened bodies and stunted 
children sen largely be traced 
aln or oovatoaaneas. against which we 
all need to be on guard (Luke 11:11; 
Eph. t:S). The Brat sinner waa covet- 
ous I. Gen. 3:6). SO also were the 
chosen people of God {Josh. T; 21).. and 
It was this that caused the first dis- 
sension among Christian hclievira 
(Acta 5:1-3). Jesebel moat graciously 
gave Ahaii that which belonged .to 
others; how free we all can be with 
the property of others! Bbe also 
cloaked bar designs with the mantle 
of religion (8-13). 

II. The Ssntsnce of Sod. w. 17-30. 
The deed Naboth was hap pier than hla 
neighbors of Jetreel. tbe king and 
queen or any of the other erll par- 
ticipants. Ahab began by breaking 
the first commandment (I Kings 16:31: 
Beat. S:7) and lh.ua bald the ground- 
work of the whole train of evil for 
whleb he and hla household and bla 
reign are famous. Tbe elders readily 
obeyed the word of Jezebel and Ahab 
profited thereby, but now he waa to 
hear the Word of God and It was not 
to be so welcome. Recently we saw 
Elijah set aside, following hla Sight 
from JeiebeL bnt ne !• not entirely 
beyond use. and God now gave bun a 
new commission, one more taab In 
connection with his old opponent. 
Then Is nothing Indicating cowardice 
In Elijah's bold challenge of Ahab and 
there Is Bbso a suggestion of a guilty 
conscience in > Bib's exclamation. 
"Heat tlion round me. O mine enemy" 
(t 20)* Ahab had "gone dawn to the 
Tineyard of Naboih." (t. 16) to enjoy 
the pleasure of 'possessing his Ill-got-, 
ten treasure only to bear again his 
word of doom (cb- 20:42; Il-lt) 
waa a po&r eiehange Ahab made 
(Mark 8:37), a' throne and btg life in 
exchange for tha carrying out of hla 
own will and the possession of a vine- 
yard, la that exact spot where Na- 
both had been foully stone i (he dogs 
would lick up tbe blood- or the King 
As Is usually the case, the guilty sin- 
ner called the righteous servant of 
Cod his "an amy." yet bad Ahab 
obeyed the Word, of Jehovah as so 
frequently spoken by Eiijati he would 
hare discovered him to be his true 
and heat friend, not hla enemy. Ahab'a 
•la had found him out I Golden Text, 
Num. 32:21). 

III. Ths Summary. Covetousness Is 
not tha mere desire for things we do 
not possess, but a deep longing which 
Is willing to do wrong, to Injure oth- 
ers, to profit by the erll deeds of oth- 
ers in order to come Into possession. 
Covetousness seeks to gala at the ex- 
pense o< higher snd better things: tt 
la the extrente opposite of the spirit 
of him who "gave all." 

The greatest danger of our land and 
(he chief source of aln Is covetousness. 

The source and fountain of" covet- 
ousness la aelflahneaa Hence tha one 
snd only cure is in a changed heart, 
one consecrated to God aid derated 
to the service of Others.

A RIDICULOUS ARGUMENT. 

One of the arfrumenU ° f the segregationists is this: there 
are separate Negro schools and separate churches, therefore why 
not separate resident districts. The absurdity of the argument 
appears on its face and we point out the fallacy. 

The Catholics have separate churches and schools, why not 
segregate- them in separate residential districts? The Jews have 
separate churches, why not segregate themT The rich have sep- 
arate private schools and exclusive temple3, why not segregate 
them in separate residential districts? 

And note this; the separate schools and churches of the 
Catholic, the Jew and the rich are of their own choice: and their 
gregarious tendency is natural and voluntary. Then'by what 
right COMPEL the Negro to have separate schools and residential 
districts? 

The alien-Greek, Bohemian, Italian, Russian, Turk, and 
others - mostly the 3cum of the earth - is welcome in 
white schools and restaurantg: and he not even a citizen. The Ne- 
gro-a loyal American citizen, defender of the flag, peaceable, 
tractable, struggling against tremendous , odds for his own uplift 
and advancement, and struggling successfully— is unwelcome 
everywhere, and by law excluded. 

Will not the future historian, when he looks back to picture 
our day and land, count this as one of the most atraruRoL^clitical 
monstrosities? 



LET US MEET THE ISSUE. 
The time has come when we must give heed to the unjust 
and discriminatory enactments which are proposed against ua 
Even if it were not the real purpose, the result of such legislation is 
the humiliation, and will be the final destruction of Negro "man 
hood and womanhood. 

Here in St. Louis the crisis is at hand. We say again, "wi 
face not a theory, but a condition." And we had just as well pre- 
pare to meet tho Issue intelligently, earnestly, courageously and 
unitedly; or else surrender our rights and lay down the fruits of 
our half century of toil without any further complaint. 

How much longer are we to grove! in the dirt, like worms to 
be trodden under foot? How much longer are we to tolerate an op- 
pression which for injustice and illegality has not a parallel in his 
tory? Let the answering cry come from, at least, the St. Louis 
Negro. Let it come through church and lodge, civic and business 
league. Let it be the cry of men and women—not slaves— for 
equal justice! Let it^be a mighty and concerted demand that will 
not silence, until justice itself shall have granted that demand! 

Upon our race, guaranteed equal rights, under the Constitu 
tion, insult has been heaped on insult and outrage added to outrage 
till it would seem that malice and prejudice had done their worst. 
The dearest rights of freedom are being, one by one, torn from ua. 
Confident of our rights, we speak out. As individuals; our voices 
will not be heard or heeded. But organized and federated, we 
could hold the balance of power. 

Therefore, we are calling upon every Negro man and woman 
in St. Louis to get into some organization, and we are calling upon 
every organization to get into a federation, that we might hurl s 
mighty protest against injustice and carry our war right into the 
enemy's camp.'
